Chemical, Forestry and Veterinary sharpens 
divisions, ho has b«eu einiuenlly stomach and sw 
nucces>lnl in carrjiug out the in¬ 
tention of tbo law of May 15, 1862, 
which established tke Department 
of Agriculture. 

The new Cabinet officer is a Xew 
Yorker by birth aad a Missourian 
by adoption. He was born at Rich¬ 
field .Springs, in 1827. From the 
age of sixteen up to twenty eight 
he was a teacher in New York State, 
and Louisville Kentucky. While 
at Lonisinile he studied law and 
took the degree of LL. Ii. He sub. 
sequently formed a partnerahipwith 
M. C. Kerr, afterword Speaker at 
Washington, and began practice at 
New Albany, Indiana. Mr. Col- 
man becams District Atterney. Iu 
1885 he removed to St. Louis and 
bought out aD agricultural paper. 

Mr. Colmau is the suggestor and 
originator of the Missouri Horticul¬ 
tural Society, the State Hoard of 
Agriculture. He was a member of 
the Legislature during the exciting 
political contest of 1865-66 which 
passed the Drake Constitution, and 
was a leader of his party. In 1868 
he was nominated for Lieattn..nt 
Governor but was defeated. He 
was unanimously nominated for 
Lieuteuant-Governor and elected in 
1874. During tbe war he was a 
Union mau and Lieulenaut-Colenel 
of the Ffteeuth Kegimont of en¬ 
rolled Missouri militia. Secretary
